WHEREAS, the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the City of Warwick are matters of 18 

paramount importance to the City Council; and  19

WHEREAS, the City Council established, via Resolution PCR-105-19, a Commission to review 21 

possible ways to provide tax relief to the property owners of the City of Warwick; and  22

WHEREAS, the Commission was to complete its work and make recommendations within six 24 

(6) months of its establishment; and  25

WHEREAS, the Commission was nearing completion of its work, but due to limitations imposed 27 

upon the Commission by the COVID-19 pandemic, the Commission needs additional time in order to 28 

complete its work and make recommendations to the City Council; and  29

WHEREAS, the Commission’s deadline was extended to June 30, 2021 via Resolution PCR-58-31 
20 Sub A; and 32

WHEREAS, lingering limitations imposed upon the Commission by the COVID-19 pandemic 34 

and for the benefit of the change in City Administration which occurred in November 2020, the 35 

Commission needs additional time in order to complete its work and make recommendations to the City 36 
Council. 37

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the City Council hereby extends the Tax Relief 39 
Commission until June 30, 2022. 40
